Loud bill," so called, proposes to amend 
the postal laws so as to prohibit the 
abuse of second-class rates by publish- 
ers of advertising sheets, price lists, 
cheap fiction and other printed matter 
which is registered as "periodicals.''and 
is therefore allowed to pass through the 
mails at the rate of 1 cent per pound. 
This bill does cot injure legitimate pub- 
lishers, but is approved by them, and 
committees representing various associ- 
ations of newspapers have submitted ar- 
guments in favor of its passage.

tariff bill still claim with confidence they 
have enough votes to pass that measure, 
there is a great deal of talk today of 
dodging the whole issue and placing"the 
matter entirely in the hands of the pres- 
ident.

C. Potter, who up to October last was 
one of the most active foes of the Me- 
Kinlpy policy o£ expansion, said' today 
that he no longer opposed the determin- 
ation of the administration to hold and 
govern the Pdilippine and Hawaiian 
groups of islands. 
Bishop Potter re- 


turned to New York on Saturday after a 
visit to Honolulu and -Manila. 


Bishop Potter declared that it is too 


late now to relinquish those, islands and 
that this inevitable must be accepted 
and made the best of. 


Filipino is Not Cuinpefcnt. 


This belief was partly forced upon 


him by a study of the Filipino character. 
He was ID Manila only a week and all 
that time was 
army officers. 


under the guidance of 
He is convinced that the 


Filipino is incapable of creating as good 
a government as the United States can 
give hie*. The capacity of the Filipino 
for self government, he declares, has been 
overestimated. 


When asked if his antagonism to tho 


retention of Honolulu and the Phil- 
ippines had boon changed 
by his per- 


sonal observations he said: 


"That has nq,w become a purely 
aca- 


demic matter. 
I r-ontess to saying that 


I have put it on the shelf. It is per- 
fectly idle now to linger on that discus- 
sion. We must accept the inevitable. 
The question now is, what are you going 
to do now that you have got it? 
We 


have got the responsibility of. governing 
the Philippines for better or worse, 
If 


it is Cor tbo worse, all the greater is our 
responsibility." 


Bishop Potter at this point diverted to 


the military operations and government 
in the Philippines as directed by General 
Otis. 
He lauded the General and em- 


phatically declared it would be the 
gravest possible mistake to replace for-a 
considerable period the present military 
government with a civil government. 


Praises UeneraiOtis 


"The military operations in the Philip- 


pines." he said, "will one of these daya 
be shown to be above all praise. General 
Otis has proved that his policy of mov- 
ing slowly has been the right one. 


"If the Philippines were given a civil 


government tomorrow we could 
not 


take away the soldbrs. There is bound 
to be a military government there for 
some time, and it is the best government 
for the islands. 
I a'n glad to learn that 


President .McKinley favors a continu- 
ance of military government,-as it cer- 
tainly would be a mistake to change it.

piled by "Suvcrul Now Englauil L:i- 
dies" over a century ajfo and Uaown as 
the "roeumtticU Housewife," recently 
attracted my attention. 
I could not 


but wonder us I looked it over what 
would a good old housewife of those 
days do il" sue were suddenly put down 
In a modern city, surrounded by gas 
ranges, electric lights, elevators and 
steam heat instead of tlie old fashioned 
hearth with its deep chimney seats and 
blackened cranes, and were obliged to 
contend with the gastronomic propen- 
sity of the average household of today. 
Probably she would raise her hands In 
horror and wonder if, after all, the ex- 
ample of lier thrift and industry had 
been sown ou sterile soil. 


The following directions were consid- 


ered especially adapted to the needs of 
young housekeepers of the time of Cot- 
ton Mather and Priscllla Alden: 


"It will not be out of place to suggest 


to a novice what will be expected In 
the way of meals in a fanner's house- 
hold with a good many hands to feed. 


"For Sunday morning in winter fry 


the hasty pudding that was left over 
from Saturday night's supper. 
Eat It 


with "Vijest India molasses or muscova- 
do sugar. In summer fried pudding is 
too heating. Pancakes, with cider and 
sugar, are better. Flapjacks are good1 
on holidays or when the men folks are 
not working hard. Weekday mornings 
farmers want some meat that can be 
cooked quickly, so as to let them go to 
the meadows before the sun is up. 
Salt mackerel aud shad freshened over- 
night and boiled are good. When the 
sbad catch comes, buy a barrel of them 
and salt them yourself.

farmhands or apprentices it cannot be 
eaten commonly. 
Nut cakes are ex- 


pected for bruiikfust aud sometimes 
pyc. 


"Some families like to get up a great 


dinner on Sundays and have friends 
who drive to meeting from a distance 
come in for the morning. There is no 
objection to this if everything is pre- 
pared the day before. The meat should 
be plain roast, so that it c:iu be started 
and left. 


"A young child can tend the spit 


while the rest of the family is away. 
In winter the pyes should be put on the 
hearth before meeting, so as to thaw 
gradually. 
If you wish to avoid the 


necessity of keeping any one at home, 
get some rice porridge, or brewis and 
cold meat. This, with pye, is enough 
for any one on a leisure clay. 


"For a weekday dinner boiled corn- 


ed beef and pork, with a pudding and 
seasonable vegetables, Is a standard 
dish and always relished by working- 
men. Lay in a good supply of .turnips, 
cabbages, pumpkins and squashes. 


"Calf's head mid-pluck make a fill- 


ing menl. 
You can have fresh meat 


frequently, even In warm weather. If, 
when you kill a sheep or calf, you pass 
It aronnd to the neighbors and they re- 
turn the compliment when they kill. 
It Is usually safer to wait for cool 
weather before killing beef and pork. 
Fowls are always to be had. When 
the team goes to Boston in the winter 
with a load to sell, have it bring back 
a 50 pound fresh codfish and a barrel 
of oysters, along with the molasses and 
sugar supply. The fish will keep frozen 
for weeks. A piece can be sawed off 
and thawed when needed. It can be 
salted down aud Is much better than 
store codtish. 


"Arrange the cold meat aud vege- 


tables left from dinner ou a large plat- 
ter for the men folks. Saturday night 
they will expect hasty pudding and 
milk, or 'samp' when corn is new. 
Brown bread ami milk with pumpkin 
stewed dry. or baked sweet apples or 
huckleberries, are liked on a hot sum- 
mer afternoon, especially it' tlio milk Is 
hung down the well and cooled. Pie 
and gingerbread aud custards are good 
enough for common use. Keep a loaf 
of rich cake on hand for unexpected 
company. 


"For a boiled dinner, at I) o'clock 


make a good, steady tire that will last 
until noon. Place the pot ou the crane 
and fill half full of cold water; add a 
large piece of corned beef or pork, and 
at 10:30 put In the cabbage, at 11 the 
carrots and turnips, at 11:3U the par- 
snips and potatoes. 
Place quarters o£ 


squash on the top. The dinner will be 
sufficiently cooked by 12 o'clock." 


Simple and choice as these recipes 


are, there is as much resemblance be- 
tween them and our modern day meth- 
ods of cooking as there is difference 
between the old fashioned hearth aud 
our drawing room gas logs. Both sug- 
gest the comforts of their day, which 
Is. after all, enough to keep us in touob 
•with tlnm jpart old 
times.

JEWEI.KD LAMP SHADE. 


foundation of white net, aud every- 
thing depends on the careful selection 
of these beads, for it IB not every kind 
through. which the light will shine 
with jewel effect. When choosing the 
beads, they should be held before the 
flame of a lamp to judge whether they 
will retain their brightness or not- 
Two or more distinct colors may b* 
used, but the merging of one into an- 
ather should be avoided. 
The beads 


used for the shade' Illustrated were of 
ft rich ruby tint. The design of French 
bows was carried out entirely in these, 
the fringe being of the, same. Inter- 
spersed with semiopaque ruby drops 
and sequins. The materials required 
are a piece of very stiff white buck- 
ram, another of white brussels net of 
medium texture, some thin white china 
or pongee silk and a bcbe ruching of 
white or colored ribbon. 


Having decided on the size of your 


shade, cut it out In the buckram In 
the circular form shown In the second 
figure. Trace the design upon It clear- 
ly In pencil and with a sharp penknife 
cut away the buckram from the Inside 
of the bows. 
Now cover the shade 


with net. tacking down the latter with 
small stitches at the top and bottom 
and all round the edges of the design. 
Take cal'e that the stitches are set close 
to the edge, or they will show when 
the shade Is completed. 
After this 


cover the outside with the silk, tacking 
It down everywhere with large, firm 
stitches. 


Hold the shade up to the light and 


cut away tho silk from the open de- 
sign so that the net forms a trans- 
parency, leaving sufficient 
silk 
for 


turnings. Turn it down with the point 
of the needle and hem It finely to tho 
net all round the bows, but do not sew 
It to the buckram, as this will not 
hold the stitches at the edge. 
Take 


out the tneklngs from the silk, which 
must have been left with a wide mar- 
gin for turning down along the top 
and bottom of the shade. 


Bead the pattern by sewing the 


beads, six at a time, round in rows, 
close together, showing no spaces be- 
tween. After fastening down the last 
bead in each group of sis put the 
needle again through it, so as to draw 
the next group up close to It. Sew a 
large jewel in the center of each bow. 
Having finished the beading, sew the 
bebe ruching closely all round the de- 
sign, hiding ttie stitches which fasten- 
ed the net and the silk to the buckram. 
Turn the silk down over the edges of 
the shade at the top and bottom and 
down the sides, and sew a strong silk 
covered wire along the bottom and top. 
Add a white silk lining in the same 
way you arranged the silk on the out- 
side, leaving wide edges to hem down. 
Join the shade round, sewing the sides 
together and felling the lining down 
the seam. Sew a full ruche of silk or 
chiffon round the top aud lower edge 
of the shade and down the side to cov- 
er the Join. The latter may be further

embellished with loops of bebe ribbon, 
these being also set in tufts at inter- 
vals along the edge, finished 
with 


choux of chiffon, each having a Jewel 
In the center. 
When the ruche is sew- 


ed on, make all neat by hemming down 
the silk lining at top and bottom to 
cover the stitches, and your shade will 
be complete and extremely effective.

The ordinance provides that 
every peddler of milk shall be licensed 
by the city, such license to OP SI a year. 


The city veterioariac is appointed ex- 


officio inspector of milfe. 
The milk io- 


epector will issue no certificate till he is 
satisfied of the heallhy condition of the 
cattle and the sanitary condition of the 
stable in which they are kopt.
